New York.—Mrs. lAngtry, the Tiger 
Idly, is indignant at t.lie failurt* of her 
American tour and the criticism of her 
unclean !play, “The Degenerates.” 

Here is how she expresses herself: 
“Never in my life have I suffered such 
an ordeal as this American tour. It 
will always be a hideous nightmare. I • 
cannot- pretend to lie indifferent to it. 

I have been cut to the quick. I have 1 
been known as void and indifferent, 
but I don’t think there is any one in 
the world more keen to insult, more 
alive to sympathy. 1 regret that I 
should have discovered this sensitive¬ 
ness in a country that has previously 
received me so cordially and left so 
warm and sweet a spot in my memory. 

“There has been no redeeming hit of 
kindness or cordialty throughout, the 
whole country. There is no offense 
possible which I have escaped. Even 
in those crude and horrible Western i 
towns, where we made one-night | 
stands, we met with the same bitter 1 
reception. 

“It is said that I came here to force 
myself into American society. People i 
don’t usually leave England to storm 
the citadel of American society. It 
is the other way. There I have had no i 
trouble. What, with nightly perform- I 
ances, matinees, daily rehearsals, ex¬ 
ercising and resting, there was no time 
for pleasure, except the pleasure of 
working for the British wounded in the 
Boer war. 

“Therein lay the thunderbolt that 
1 started tho tempest. This liberal 
1 America of yours is the most partisan 
’ country I have ever visited. Its 
liberality has strange ways of mak- 
r ing itself known. If partisan polities 
1 incline yon the other way, a wounded 
, Britain deserves no aid or sympathy. 
3 The fact that he sacrifices his blood 
s for the cause of honor and patriotism 
r as against the cause of rebellion and 
s tho traitor, has no weight with you.” 


Kffort to Ssrnrr Location of a Naval Coal- 
Ins Station nt Han Dlcffo. 

Washington.—Representative Need- 
ham hopes to induce the Navy Dejiart- 
ment to establish a coaling station at 
San Diego, although when he broached 
the subject he found opposition in 
official circles very strong. An appro¬ 
priation of $400,000 was made last 
year for coaling stations. The bill as 
reported this year carries an appropri¬ 
ation of $700,000. The location of the 
stations is left to the discretion of the 
Navy Department, but Representative 
Needham found that a prejudice ex¬ 
isted against San Diego, because, it 
was alleged, the largest battleships 
and cruisers could not enter the har¬ 
bor. At the same time Admiral Brad¬ 
ford admits the advisabilitty of putting 
a coaling station at San Diego because 
of its geographical location, and, in 
view of the fact that Congress proposes 
to improve the harbor, he will prob¬ 
ably recommend the purchase of a site 
there. 

Needham aj>peared before the Com¬ 
mittee on Appropriations to ask for an 
ajipropriation of $211,760 in the sundry

Can»l Commission Msy Report* 

Washington. — It is probable that 
after all the Itrthmian Canal Commis¬ 
sion will make a report of a prelim¬ 
inary nature to Congress before the 
close of the present session. It was 
Admiral Walker’s belief, upon the re¬ 
turn of the Commission to this coun¬ 
try, that it would not be possible to 
make such a report at the present ses¬ 
sion of Congress, owing to the enor¬ 
mous amount of data which has to be 
digested, and the further fact that the 
original explorations have not yet 
been completed, the Darien party 
being still engaged in surveying the 
pass across that isthmus. The Presi¬ 
dent, however, strongly urged upon the 
Commission the value of such a report 
as it might be able to make at this 
stage, and it is believed that the pre¬ 
liminary report can be submitted by 
the 15th of next month. 

Disavowal by Nicaragua. 

Washington. — Nicaragua has dis¬ 
avowed to the United States that she 
organized and dispatched to Davio the 
expedition which has aroused so much 
concern in Colombia and Costa Rica. 
In view of the pacific representations 
made by Nicaragua and its disavowal 
of any intention to engage in hostilities 
against Costa Rica ar Colombia the 
aothorities believe it will now be a 
much easier task to preserve peace in 
Central America.

Growing Potatoes. 

Potatoes will grow on a great variety 
of soils and 'produce excellent crops, 
but the soil has much to do with the 
quality. A soil that Is full of humus 
will produce large tubers In abundance, 
but they will lack the quality of those 
that are grown in soil that has less 
humus, but Is rich In potash and other 
minerals. The volcanic ash soils of the 
Pacific slope grow some of the finest 
potatoes In the world, both In size and 
quality. The mineral elements produce 
the splendid result The application of 
stable manure to this crop Is Inadvisa¬ 
ble, for If the crop escape scab, as tEe 
result the quality of the tuber will 
pretty surely be Injured. The follow¬ 
ing mixture Is an excellent potato fer¬ 
tilizer: Muriate of potash, 400 pounds; 
nitrate of soda, 250 pounds; dried blood, 
300 pounds; flue bone flour, 500 pounds; 
plaster, 400 pounds; snlt, 150 pounds. 
This will contain about 4 per cent of 
nitrogen, 7^6 per cent, of phosphoric 
acid and 10 per cent, of potash. Soak¬ 
ing the seed In a solution of corrosive 
sublimate—dissolving two ounces of 
the sublimate In two gallons of water, 
and then adding thirteen gallons of wa¬ 
ter-will destroy scab germs, but it will 
not protect the crop from scab if It Is 
grown in Infected ground. Spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture, first when the 
vines are a foot high and then three or 
four times afterward at Intervals of ten 
days, will practically prevent blight— 
Epitomlst. 

Spring Swarming. 

In getting hives ready for the spring 
swarms, make them double walled, 
with the outer shell of seven-eighths 
Inch lumber and the inner shell of 
three-eighths Inch lumber. Have the 
Inner wall small enough to allow about 
one Inch of space all around, then fill 
this space with some kind of chaff, 
which will act as a non-conductor. Tb#

Milking; by Machine. 

Men dislike to milk cows and numsF 
ous machines have been invented to do 
it for them, says Denver Field and 
Farm. Most of these machines are fool¬ 
ish contrivances and none are real suc¬ 
cesses. They are divided Into four 
classes; Drainers, suckers, squeezers 
and suction-squeezers. No machine yet 
devised, however, has become a dem¬ 
onstrated success. Some nre better 
than others, but none have proven de¬ 
sirable adjuncts to dairy equipment. 
Men will continue to devise, nnd it Is 
not Improbable that at some time large 
herds may be milked by machine. This 
opinion has many supporters.

opportunity Is offered for so doing, he 
will give a portion of his time to the 
manure heap.

Using Hard Water.

Sulphate of 
lime consists of sulphuric acid and 
lime. It Is difficult to wash ln salt 
water because it contains muriatic add. 
and the soda of soap combines with 
the muriatic acid of the salt water and 
produces a cloudiness.

eration that their great importance de¬ 
serves. Much has been done in the 
United States toward road building 
during the last few years, but much 
more needs to be done.—Scientific 
American.

Two Circles of Now Fiber Blraflag 
Into Ooo Mark Each Year. 

“It la very curious to note the suc¬ 
cessive growth circles of our yellow 
pines,” said a veteran lumberman from 
the Pearl river district. "Until my at¬ 
tention was especially directed to the 
subject by a forestry expert a few 
years ago I bad no Idea that the mark¬ 
ings were so beautifully clear and dis¬ 
tinct The tree acquires two rings of 
new fiber every year, one in the spring 
and one In the falL but they blend to¬ 
gether and form a single, well defined 
circle. 

“During the first ten years these 
successive accumulations are of about 
equal thickness, and for the next two 
decades the diminution Is very slight 
but after that the rings become thinner 
and thinner, and when the tree gets In¬ 
to the eighties and nineties the growth 
is very slight indeed—In fact, a mere 
film. Nevertheless the ring Is always 
formed as long as the tree lives and 
can be clearly discerned with a glass 
after It ceases to be visible to the nak¬ 
ed eye. 

“During the visit of the expert to 
whom I refetred we cut a good deal of 
timber on my place ranging between 
10 and 18 Inches In diameter. "That 
tree Is 125 years old,' be would say, 
‘that one Is 100, that Is about 140,' and 
so on. Afterward we measured the 
growth rings with the Instruments be 
carried, and In every Instance be had 
bit tbe age within a few years, it 
seemed wonderful, but was simply the 
result of experience combined with an 
accurate eye. 

"There are some very ancient pine 
trees In the Pearl river district, and 
many of them figure In the traditions 
and folklore of the settlers In their 
neighborhood.

Claaa Distinctions Effaced, Yet Ih* 
Dress Still Proclaims tbs Man. 

In those.days when to speak of a man 
as a gentleman waa to say that he was 
fortunately distinguished by his birth 
as being above and, as it were, of a race 
apart from the masses of the popula¬ 
tion, a gentleman was outwardly dis¬ 
tinguished by his clothes, which dif¬ 
fered in many ways beside their splen¬ 
dor from those affected by the canaille.

Ponaeaa Remarkable Endurance and 
Power to Travel. 

One of the very first things that strike 
the wanderer in the great expanses of 
the southern hemisphere is the strength 
and endurance of the horse. Though 
to look at they are the sorriest scrags 
1 ever ,et eyes on, yet they appear to 
he possessed of a power of getting over, 
, the ground that is little short of mir-, 
aculous and so astonishing in its per-, 
sisteuce as to seem automatic. A very 
, striking Instance came under my no¬ 
tice only a few days after landing ia 
I Cape Town In 18(13. I was sitting one 
Saturday afternoon on the stoop of 
I l’ark's Hotel, which occupied the cor- 
' uer pf Adderley and Strand streets, 

I when a dust-covered horseman stopped 
, and dismounted. His horse was taken 
I to the stables and in the course of con¬ 
versation in the bar I learned that he 
was a member of a legislative assembly 
! for an up-country district. There was 
no railway communication with the in¬ 
terior in those days and he had ridden 
in from his home at- Colesberg in less 
i than six days, having started the pre- 
| vious Monday. 

Now Colesberg is more than BOO miles 
from Cape Town and the country is 
I very rough going, much of it being sand 
and other parts very mountainous. No 
! English-bred horse, fed according to 
; English methods, could have accoin- 
; plished such a ride as this, more espe- 
j dally when we consider the tempera* 
I ture of the Cape Colony. I went to 
j look at the animal on which the Journey 
I had been performed and found it to be 
i a little roan schlinmel barely fourteen 
| bands and apparently as fresh as paint. 

I Another very remarkable ride that 
came under my notice wr- performed 
| by a Boer who lived a few miles from 
Graytown, In Natal. His wife was 
takeu ill and a particular medicine, not 
to be obtained in Graytown, Was im¬ 
perative. So in the early hours of the 
uight he started for Maritzburg, fifty- 
five miles distant, through an extreme¬ 
ly hilly country and was hack on bis 
farm In sixteen hours. The remark¬ 
able thing in this ride was that this 
Boer w-elghed over seventeen stone. 

In my own experience many instances 
of the wonderful staying powers of Af¬ 
rican horses have occurred. To men¬ 
tion one, in 18(10, I hnd been appointed 
honorable secretary of the first athletic 
sports held in the Umboti country of 
Natal. They were to be held in Gray¬ 
town on boxing day, which fell on a 
Monday. All preparations, etc., were 
concluded early in December, when 1 
received an urgent request to go to the 
Transvaal to look after a friend who 
was lying very Ill in his wagon with 
ho attendants but a couple of raw kaf¬ 
firs. 1 rode as hard as I could and 
found him among the kopjes of the 
Drakensberg, between Lydeuberg and 
Wnkkerstrom^ very bad with fever, 
which he had contracted somewhere in 
the low country to the northwest. I 
tended him for some dnys until he was 
clearly out of danger and then suddenly 
remembered that I had to be In Gray¬ 
town on Monday morning. I was then 
sitting on the wagon box drinking my 
morning coffee at 0 o’clock Saturday 
morning. Graytown was 220 miles 
away, but I was at my post there at 
10 a. m. and In addition took a second 
prize both in running and jumping com¬ 
petitions.—African Life.

Three Towns in Indiana Connected by 
Using Ordinary Fence Wires. 

One of the most novel telephone sys¬ 
tems lu the world Is the "barb-wire” 
line, which connects the Indiana towns 
of Anderson. Pendleton and Ingalls. It 
Is fifteen miles In length. Its Inventor, 
builder and sole owner, Cassius Alley 
of Pendleton, now has six subscribers 
at $50 a year each. The time is not far 
distance wheu there will be tenfold this 
number. One clothing company at; An- 
dersou, with branch stores at Pendle¬ 
ton. and the Wagner glass works, with 
offices at Anderson and factory at In¬ 
galls are using this barb-wire system in 
their business affairs exclusively. They 
use the line frequently. They can con¬ 
vert It Into a private line by plugs so 
arranged that when one party Is using 
the line he can cut. out all others ex¬ 
cept In Mr. Alley’s residence, which Is 
used as a central station. Ordinary 
phones are used with no special 
strength of battery and there Is very 
little trouble with the lines. 

In constructing the line, Mr. Alley 
used tlie top strand of the barb-wire 
fence of the Big Four railroad, making 
tlie connections with the olflees of his 
subscribers with ordinary telephone 
wire.
